Riggs was so well thought of at 


Elroy, Wis., that the village authori- 
ties hesitated to arrest him when re- 
quested to do so by the police. After 
he was nominally placed under arrest 
he was allowed to go four miles out 
into the country to visit his wife and 
daughter, who are 
staying 
with 


friends. lie returned to Elroy, Wis., 
with them, and was being kept at the 
hotel when 
he requested to be al- 


lowed to go to a toilet room. It has 
now been established that, knowing 
the premises 
thoroughly 
he had 


searched several rooms, until he found 
a revolver, with -.vhich he killed him- 
self. 
The police regard the case as 


one of the strangest on record, inas 
much as Riggs did not need monej 
and was in a position which called fo 
steady habits and self-control. 


Riggs was accused of killing Mis: 


Ellison with a hammer in the Nation 
al Hotel, Minneapolis, Tuesday, ana 
setting fire to her bodv after saturat- 
ing it with wood alcohol. 


The discovery was made bv- Albert

the woman's room. Calling assistance 
he rushed upstairs, broke in the door 
and, although greeted by a sheet of 
flame, rushed into the room, where 
the woman had fallen from the couch 
to her hands and knees.

and she was unconscious.

At the inquest yesterday afternoon 


tne letter Riggs, the murderer of Mil- 
lie Ellison, wrote to his wife on the 
evening of his suicide, was made pub- 
lic.

"Dear wife: I am writing you a. 


letter, perhaps my last letter. What- 
ever I- am accused of. I am innocent 
of. I know I have done some things 
that were not right, but my love has 
been for1 you, and because of my ac- 
tion I have tried to be brave and face 
all. I don't think they could convict 
me, don't think but what I would be 
vindicated, but this is more than I 
can stand. I am not myself, there- 
fore not responsible for what I am 
doing. If I should die before the men 
came from Minneapolis to get me. 
then please forgive my rash act. Oh 
that God may have mercy on my sou! 
I am not in my mind. I know not what 
I am doing. 
Teach Florence to do 


what is right, and that I die for the 
love of her and you- If it was only 
myself I would not care, but I can- 
not make it any worse by putting my- 
self out of .eternity."

The state 
has subpoenaed Miss May McKenzie, 
the actress and personal friend of the 
Thaws. 
Mrs. Thaw fled to the home 


of Miss McKenzie the night of the 
murder. 


The prosecution will be conducted 


by District Attorney Jerome in per- 
son and he will be assisted by Assis- 
tant District Attorney Garvan, who is 
obtaining the evidence against Thaw. 
Former Governor Black, former Judge 
Olcott and Terrence McManus will ap- 
pear for Thaw. So far as the state is 
concerned the case against Thaw is in 
shape for the presentation to a jury. 
Officials of the district attorney's of- 
fice say they have sufficient evidence 
to convict Thaw of murder in the first 
degree. Tbe district attorney will -ea— 
deavor to show that Thaw planned the 
crime long before the fatal night on 
the Madison Square 
Garden roof. 


Thaw was jealous of White's atten- 
tions and relations to Miss Nesbit be- 
fore she had finally married him and 
out of revenge and pique he shot and 
killed the architect, according to the 
state's view of the actuating motive- 
Spoiled as "a child and allowed to have 
his own way in 
everything 
which 


made it possible to go to any ends, 
with his vast fortune to satisfy any 
desire, Thaw found in White one who 
balked him in more tnan one occa- 
sion and whose influence 
at 
times 


was great enough to control the direc- 
tion of the life of Miss Nesbit. with 
whom Thaw was madly infatuated. 


Thaw never could forgive White for 


the influence he swayed 
over Miss 


Nesbit and though White never came 
into the life of Miss'^Nesurt after her 
marriage the young man nurtured a 
bitter jealousy against the architect, 
which several officials of the district 
attorney's office think was cultivated 
by Mrs. Thaw 


It is related among the numerous 


stories floated around about the case 
that the defense 
will endeavor 
to 


show that Thaw hired detectives to 
follow White on the belief that White 
had employed a man to "do" him up. 


William 
Sturgis will be a witness 


for the defense. Before he left this 
city S'urgis made a long statement to 
Thaw's counsel. Thaw maintains a 
very cheerful spirit in the Tombs in. 
spite of the wide difference in tha 
mode of living to which he had been 
accustomed.

to spend the summer in Europe. Mrs. 
Garrison is the leader in the move- 
ment for bringing the days of chivalry 
into the prosaic present. 
Eleven 


friends gathered with her at a table 
to typify the twelve knights who erst- 
while sat at the round table of King 
Arthur and recounted the deeds of 
valor they had done. 


When the coffee and the cheese had 


been placed upon the table Mrs. Garri- 
son outlined her plans for the enno- 
bling of the youth of the land and the 
beautifying of the city. 


Orders of knights errant are to be or- 


ganized among the boys of the gram- 
mar schools of Chicago. Each chapter 
is to be presided over by his majesty 
King Arthur and shall be named for 
one of the Arthurian knights, with the 
exception of the chapter royal, which 
shall be called Chevalier de'la Salle. 


Each boy who would be a knight er- 


rant must take tbe following oath: 
"Hereby I solemnly do promise serv- 
ice, loyalty and declare my allegiance 
to Chicago, my city chivalrous,- to be 
her faithful knight henceforth." 


Truth, gentleness, kindness to ani- 


mals as well as to humankind, faith- 
fulness and industry—these are the 
knightly qualities which, the members 
of the order will be expected to exem- 
plify. 


The shield for the chapters will bear 


three C's, for "Chicago, City Chival- 
rous," and the shield for the chapter 
royal shall be the Arthurian shield 
upon an American eagle, with the 
words from Tennyson, "And Arthur 
shall come again." 


Mrs. Garrison offers a prize of $25 to 


the boy who shall do the most for the 
furthering of the orders, and while in 
Europe she will secure a full suit of 
armor which shall be worn by the King 
Arthur of the Chevalier de La Salle. 


"We hope to make Chicago a safer 


place to live by -teaching the citizens of 
tomorrow the lessons of uprightness 
and honesty," said Mrs. Garrison re- 
cently. "The. stories of the knights will 
take the places of the vicious dime 
novels, and the use of the chivalrie 
symbols will appeal to the dramatic in- 
stinct in the boys. We do not intend 
to take the matter up with the board 
of education, but hope to have the help 
of teachers in forming our orders."

Mr. Bryan says: 
"I notice that I am now described

Democratic policies 
are conservative in that they embody 
old .principles applied to new condi- 
tions. There was nothing new in prin- 
ciple in either of the platforms on 
which I stood.

dra.w the line between honest accumu- 
lation "by honest methods on the one 
side and predatory wealth and im- 
moral methods on the other. If by the 
word conservative they mean that I 
have changed my position on any pub- 
lic' question or moderated my opposi- 
tion 
to 
corporate 
aggrandizement, 


they have a surprise waiting for them 
I ato more radical than I was in 1896, 
and have nothing to withdraw on eco- 
nomical questions which have been 
under discussion. 


"The only question we discussed in 


1896 upon which there has been any 
apparent change is the silver ques- 
tion, and that has not been a change 
in the advocates of bimetallism, but 
in conditions. We contended for more 
money and urged the free coinage of 
silver as the only means then in sight 
of securing It. The increased produc- 
tion of gold has brought in part the 
benefit we expected to secure from 
the restoration of silver. The pet 
capita volume of money in the United 
States is almost 50 per cent greater 
now than it was in 1S96, and the ben- 
efits brought by this increase have not 
only vindicated the quantitative the- 
ory of money, but have proved the 
benefits of the larger amount of money.

More wonderful still, 
she enjoyed this work, mastered it as 
few men have done and presented its 
results to the world In a manner that

Miss Tarbell was born In 1807 la 


Brie county, Pa. 
Her father sooa 


moved to Titusville, in the middle of 
the oil field, where he v.as un Independ- 
ent prodjcer. Her brother is still in 
the same business. Here the girl bad 
an oppoitunity to observe tbf evolution 
of the iudustry of \\hich she afterward 
became the foremost bistonau. She 
was educated in the public schools, 
graduated from the high school and 
afterward from a coeducational col- 
lege at Meadville. She thpu hpconie a 
teacher in a seminary for-two years, 
after which her parents induced her to 
return home. It was at this time that 
she contemplated devoting her life to 
studies with the microscope. This pur- 
pose was changed by an offer of an 
editorship on the Chautauquan Maga- 
zine, then a small publication at Mead- 
ville. She remained with it for eight 
years, eventually becoming managing 
editor. 


One of Miss Xarbell's duties on the 


Chautauquan was to write character 
sketches and historical studies. She 
was always deeply interested in the 
woman's movement and especially in 
the part played by great souled women 
in crucial epochs of the past. This led 
her to take up the women of the 
French revolution, her first essay be- 
ing on Mme. de Stael. She next took 
up a study of Mme. Roland. By this 
time she was so deeply interested in 
the subject and in the French histor- 
ical method that she determined to go 
to Pans with a definite purpose in view. 
The purpose was nothing less than to 
learn the French way ot handling the 
philosophy of history- with the inten- 
tion of introducing it in America. Peo- 
ple do not deserve big successes who 
cannot dream big dreams. To have an 
ideal, a definite plan and work to it 
constitute the only road to the heights. 
It may require sacrifice and may end 
in failure, still it is worth while. It 
need not end in failure if the plan is 
sufficiently well thought out and if the 
requisite determination and ability are 
put behind it. Miss Tarbell had thor- 
oughly matured her plan and had the 
will and capacity to put it into execu- 
tion. Thus fortified for the race she 
could not fail to reach the goal. 


Her First Big Success. 


In Paris she remained three years, 


attending lectures, ransacking 
the 


great library and learning how to dig 
out facts and to present them. To pay 
her way she contributed articles to the 
American newspapers and magazines. 
One of these articles fell under the eye 
of S. S. McClure and induced him to 
ask the author to join the staff of the 
magazine he was then starting. He 
called on Miss Tarbell in Paris and 
asked her to gather some anecdotes of 
Napoleon. She- was" ~the more ready to- 
do this as she was Just finishing her 
story of Mme. Roland, and all her 
studies of the French revolution seem- 
ed to lead her toward the great Corsi- 
can. Later Mr. McClnre wired her to 
write a life of the French emperor, tell- 
ing her that the first installment must 
be in the next month. The audacity of 
the thing appealed to the resolute wo- 
man, and she agreed to do it. That 
short life of Napoleon was her first big 
success. 


At this time she returned to America. 


Afterward she took up the early life of 
Lincoln, which she supplemented by a 
complete biography of the great eman- 
cipator. In this work her new histor- 
ical method began to tell. She commu- 
nicated personally or by letter with al- 
most every man and woman who had 
Known Lincoln and thus gathered
